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1. In early January three action groups were organized in wacao. The fir Bt was 
under LIANG Ch'ang*, assisted by LIANG Lin* and LI Chtuan. LI Fai a & aE be 
leader of the second group, arrived in khacas from vanton in November 1950 
and established the Canton Lung Fa liong at 119 Ho Fien hsin Strest, second 
floor, Later, LI rented a flat cprosite the Asia Lotel and had it furnished 
as a club house, his activities have included the organization of the 
Pedicab Union. The third group wae headed by YEH tsiung*, a native of the 
bast River ares. “hese men have been active in recruiting men in poor 
financial sircoumstunces, to whom they have given living allowancas of from 
thirty to sixty dollars. in some cases they have provided ioans fer the 
purchase of pedicabs. it was proposed that these action groups kidaap former 
Kuomintang officials, using cars or pedicabs to aboust them from sacac.

3. In early February 1951 YEN Pai-~yen hee giso known as YEN Pai-hging 
(j &6 i 15 ), an agent of the South China Bureau, accompanied FANG Fang to 
liacac, where thoy stayed at the Cavital Hotel. | They met with [10 Tac-shon**, 
also known as LO Chih-hsiung; CI"EN Lien (fo? ), manager of the Jump Hua 
(SB? ) Hotel; and LI Ch’uan. On 10 Fehruary FANC and YEN returned to Cantor. 


4, On 9 February YUAN Shih-cheng***, chief of the Boundary Vefense wilitary 
Cfmtrol Commission, accompanied by EUANG Nan, an interpreter***, arrivad in 
kacao where they stayed at the Central Hotel. They discussed the 
restriction of movement of people from and to tong song and iacao, which was 
to be made effective on 15 February. All persons Isaving China, with the 
exception of Kussiaas, were to be required to have permits from their 
Feasants' Associations, or from the local authoritias.

CH° TANG Chiun-ch'iang, a Formosan who served as a nor.-comeissioned officer in 
the Kurume Division in the Japanese Army, received polities] training in the 
USSK and was later gent to the Philippines. Jn 1950 fe arrivad in Heng Kong 
carrying a draft for US $600,000, which waa discovere: whan ha was cearched 
on his arrival. CH'IANG was deported to mecas om 21 becember 1950, In Macas 
he resides at the International Hotel and goes often to Waateai. He ia also 
ia frequent contact with the “acao Government, and on 9 February was trying 
to arrange to have several of his men placed in the Chinese Uetentive Depart= 
ment of the waceo Police to work against anti-Communist elementa. On 12 
‘ebruary CH'LANG went to Shihch'i with five companion ©. 


In mid-February 1951, in response to Chinese Communist demands. the Macne 
Government issued 60 special passes to Comamist special servis agents in 
Lacao, who have permits to carry pistols and arrest anti=9Communiat - 
slements in the Colony ,***#* 


In late February TU Lan headed a group of Uacaoe teachers om a sicht-seeing 
trip to Canton, A teacher from the Linpnan uiddla School latar reported 
that a high official in Canton had told them that Macao would be liberated 
before Hong Kong. In January the Han Fang Deily carried en article on the 
liberation of wacao, 


In February 1951 LIANG Ch'ang left Zacao for Timar fer a trip that was 
expected to last about two months.
